It ts described 
by Coach Heisman, who devised it, as follows: 

“In the ‘jump shift’ formation every man but the center is back 
of the line, the distance of the respective players depending on the 
play to be made. 

“The guards and tackles form the first line of interference and 
the halfbacks and ends a second line. The moment the ball is 
passed the two lines of interference move forward at top speed 
and hit the straggling enemy line in concerted formation. In 
this way a momentum is gained that could not be obtained by 
keeping seven men in the line. Inevitably the enemy is knocked 
down. In cases where a trick play the double line of 
interference operates as a mask. 

“Tech makes practically all its plays of all descriptions from 
this formation. It’s great aid to the ‘overhead’ or forward pass- 
ing ga ne is shown in the fact that for four years over 19 per cent 
of Tech's passes have been completed. 

“We have used this style for eight years and have yet to en- 
counter a team with an adequate defense for it.”
